FARMERS ENLIST TO HELP 
BRIDGE ECONOMIC GULF 


PANTRY FEED THE

The indictments against 54 offi­ 
c e r and members of the Pure Milk 
Association made July 15, by the 
McHenry County grand jury, based 
on charges of conspiracy and un­ 
lawful assembly, have 
been 
de­ 
clared by W. C. McQueen, presi­ 
dent of the Association, a challenge 
to the integrity of the Association 
and one that “will be fought out to 
the end ” 
The charges grew out of 
the 
“milk w ar” alleged to have occurred 
in McHenry County early in the 
spring at which time a number of 
farmers gathered together to pro­ 
test against the shipment of cut­ 
price milk. 
Named with Secretary 
D. N. 
Coyer in the indictments, according 
to the Chicago Tribune, were offic­ 
ials of the Association’s local units 
in Lake, McHenry, Will and Kane 
Counties in Illinois, and Walworth 
and Kenosha Counties in Wisconsin 
as well as all the members of the 
Board of Directors. 
In meeting the charges against 
the Pure Milk Association, figures 
will be presented which clearly 
show that the farmers of McHenry 
County have received much more 
for milk as 
an organized g'roup 
than they would have otherwise re­ 
ceived. Statistics show that during 
1931 farmers of McHenry County 
shipping milk to Chicago received 
$5,603,941 in cash for their basic 
milk marketed by the Pure Milk 
Association. 
Had they sold this 
same amount of milk on an open 
fluid milk 
market 
independently 
they could not have received at a 
maximum more than 35 cents over 
butterfat which would have given 
them approximately $2,884,074. 
Had they sold the milk at conden­ 
sary prices, as many 
Wisconsin 
dairymen are forced to do, their net 
income v’ould have been approxi­ 
mately $800,000 less. 
Such a de- 
crease in income would be directly 
W o n d e r f u l N U - E n a m e l 1 reflected ill tax-paying ability and 
j purchasing power, it is believed bv 
the farmers. 


Surplus farm crops in Cook coun­ 
ty, richest agricultural county in 
Illinois, are to be salvaged and dis­ 
tributed among Chicago’s needy 
families this winter, it is being an­ 
nounced widely by O. G. Barrett, 
county farm adviser, 
as well as 
by broadcasts over WES'. 
“At the invitation of Dr. Paul 
Rader, evangelist of the Chicago 
Gospel Tabernacle, the Cook Coun­ 
ty farm bureau has pledged its 
complete support to Dr. Rader’s 
food salvaging program and will 
help him gather the crop sur­ 
pluses for canning at Paul Rader’s 
Pantry, 825 Barry avenue,” Bar­ 
rett states. 
Barrett, speaking for a special 
committee of the farm bureau 
lauds Dr. Rader’s program and ex­ 
plains the merits of his plan. 
Wasteful System 
“The condition which we see on 
all sides is nothing short of ridi­ 
culous,” he said. “ I refer to the 
fact that within the borderlines of 
Chicago there are thousands and 
thousands of needy hungry people, 
while just outside the borderlines 
there are acres and acres of grow­ 
ing produce which will never find 
a market. There are truck loads 
after truck loads brought to the 
market and for lack of a sale are 
returned to go on the durn]) heap. 
“ It seems that Dr. Rader’s ap­ 
proach to this problem is* the near­ 
est practical of anything that we 
have so far witnessed, and oui or­ 
ganization of 
sympathetic farm ­ 
ers stands ready to cooperate to 
the fullest extent in making this 
worthy project the success which 
we all hope it will be.”

Approximately three-quarters of 
a mile of pavement has been laid Palatine 
on the Barrington road north of the 
Algonquin road, and road crew of­ 
ficials expect a mile of paving will 
be installed by the end of this week. 
The paving crew started pouring 
concrete last Saturday at the Al­ 
gonquin intersection working north 
towards Barrington. Bv August I, 
the road will be completed to the 
Dundee road intersection and 
by 
August 7 to the village limits of 
Barrington, unless an unusual a- 
mount of rainy weather prevails 
to slow up the work. 
Construction work has not been 
as rapid as was anticipated. Grad­ 
ing through several peat bogs south 
of Barrington has held back the 
program. 
A grading crew is to start work 
this week on the Barrington road 
between Higgins and U. S. highway 
20 (Lake street). That part of the 
road about 4 Vj> miles long, will be 
finished by September I, according 
to present plans. A two mile stretch 
of the road between Higgins road 
and Algonquin road may not be 
done this year. It has been held up 
pending a dispute over

tic and ecclesiastic styles, 
flue nee may be traced in 
details—the doorways and the win­ 
dows—as well as in the handling 
of the general form of the building.

is 
equipped to 
handle two distinct types of fu­ 
nerals. 
Those who desire a serv­ 
ice in which the religious note is 
stressed, have at hand a spacious 
chapel.

Threshing may not be the event 
that it once was, but the proper 
operation of the threshing machine 
is as much an art as it was in 
“the good old days,” in the opin­ 
ion of A. L.Young, of the depart­ 
ment of agricultural engineering, 
College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois, 
“All parts of the machine should 
he operated at about the. speed rec­ 
ommended by the manufacturer. 
Bundles should go in head first, 
and the rate of feeding should be 
uniform. In general, as few con­ 
caves should be used as will take 
the grain out of the heads. These 
concaves should be kept wrell up 
and should be properly centered 
with respect to the cylinder teeth. 
As ’little straw as possible should 
be chewed up. 
“The blast should be kept strong 
enough on the front of the chaf­ 
fer, or upper sieve, to break up the 
layer of chaff 
as it leaves the 
grain pan. This permits the grain 
to work down through the upper 
sieve more quickly and gives the 
lower sieve a better change to do 
a good job of cleaning. Lifting all 
of the lighter material with the 
blast makes it possible to keep the 
upper sieve closed enough that 
all coarse 
chaff is carried over. 
This in turn permits keeping the 
lower sieve closed slightly more 
and therefore gives better clean­ 
ing 
. 
. , 
“Tailings should consist mainly 
of unthreshed heads and some of 
the heavier chaff that of necessity 
lasses through the chaffer exten­ 
sor! with them. 
There should be 
verv little threshed grain in the 
tailings. This is particularly im­ 
portant in the case of wheat or any 
other grain that is likely to be 
cracked by going through the cyl­ 
inder a second time. 
Care also 
should lie taken to see that the 
weed 
screen 
does 
not become 
clogged. 
“Rapid and good threshing can 
not be done unless the grain is 
reasonably dry. On the other hand, 
the conditions under which thresh­ 
ing must be done vary a great deal. 
How well these varying conditions 
are met depends largely upon the 
knowledge, skill and alertness of 
the machine operator."
